he would not sell his land at all for “ id o la ­ 
trous 
purposes.” 
Lord Sydney, th e lord 
of the manor, intervened to overcom e the 
objection, and the queen herself expressed 
an earnest desire that the em press’ plans 
might be

A few days ago a dispatch from W a s h ­ 
ington said that the widow of “ old John 
Brown, of Osawatomie,” was in W a sh in g ­ 
ton seeking government 
em ploym ent as 
she was 
in destitute 
circum stances. 
It 
turns out that the dispatch was incorrect so 
far as relates to the Mrs. Brown in W a s h ­ 
ington being the widow of “ old O sa w ato ­ 
mie.’’ 
It must have been the wife o f M r. 
John Brown, jr., for the 
widow of4“ old 
John Brown” is 
in California, w here 
she 
and her two daughters 
have lived for the 
last sixteen years, and. never in her life set 
foot in Washington. 


Th e statement that- "old John B ro w n ’s” 
widow is 
in bad 
circumstances 
is true. 
The facts as gathered from a lon g in ter­ 
view with her, published in the San Fran^ 
cisco Chronicle, are briefly these : 
A b o u t 
sixteen years 
ago widow Brown a n d her 
daughters went to California, and after liv ­ 
ing in several places in the northern part 
of the state 
settled down 
with 
her two 
daughters 
and a 
son-in-law on a ran ch , 
thirteen miles 
from 
San Tose 
an d about 
seventy miles from San Francisco. 
T h e 
ranch contains 160 acres, and was b o u gh t 
for $1,850, but 
not paid 
for. 
Less than 
one sixth the 
purchase 
money has been 
paid, 
and the 
prospect 
for lifting 
the 
heavy mortgage 
on 
the property b y the 
unaided efforts of the family does not ap - 
pear good. 
The house is a small a n d old 
two-story cottage, in 
the 
midst 
o f fruit 
trees, very plainly 
furnished, but h a v ­ 
ing some interesting relics of “ old O sa w at­ 
omie” and the struggle 
in which 
h e lost 
his life. 
The walls are decorated w ith an 
old oil painting of the hero, representing a 
large-framed man, with long bushy w hite 
beard and white hair, brushed b a ck from 
the forehead and unparted, ju st as h e 
appeared when passing through C le v e la n d 
on his way to 
head 
the expected sla v e 
insurrection in the south. 
T h e p ain tin g 
it flanked by photographs of the tw o sons 
who fought and fell at Harper’s F e rry. 
Am ong the relics in the widow’s p osse s­ 
sion is a handsome gold m edal in a case 
bearing the inscription, "Freilch R e p u b ­ 
licans to the widow of John. Brown.” 
T h e 
medal is inscribed, “ In M em ory o f John 
Brown, 
Judicially 
Assassinated 
at 
Charlestown, December 
2, 1859, 
to 
that of his Sons and Companions. V ictim s 
of Their 
Devotion to the Cause o f the 
Liberty of the Negroes.” 
T h e letter ac* 
companying the medal bears the signatures 
of. Victor Hugo, Louis Blanc an d other 
well-known Frenchmen. 


Mrs. Brown— who is described as a tall, 
straight woman, 
apparently 
about 
fifty 
years old, although in reality fifteen years 
older, with strongly marked features an d 
iron gray hair— admitted that she h a d a 
hard struggle- to earn a livilihood a n d g iv e 
her children a suitable education, a n d that 
she is now greatly embarrassed b y the 
debt on her farm. 
W hen a purpose w as 
intimated to start a subscription for her 
benefit, she expressed no dissatisfaction, 
saying that she would be grateful to see 
the ranch cleared from debt. 
T h a t was 
not the spirit in which 
her unm arried 
daughter received the proposition. 
Sh e 
has inherited not only the features o f her 
father, but also his independent spirit an d 
indomitable will. 
She disclaimed a n y d e ­ 
sire to receive 
money from the p ublic, 
saving she could earn her own livin g , an d 
she gives proof of her determination a n d 
ability to do this by walking three m iles to 
the nearest settlement every d ay to teach 
one music lesson. 
T h e probabilities are 
that a subscription list will be op en ed at 
the office of the San Francisco Chronicle 
for the benefit of Mrs, Brown, so that at 


least she may be released from the har­ 
assing burden of debt. W e have no doubt 
some of the Northern Ohio sympathizers 
with the cause for which John Brown died 
will gladly contribute for such a purpose.

It is difficult for any one admitted to 
the great honor of friendship with either 
Mr. Lewes or George Eliot 
to speak of 
their home without seem ing intrusive, in 
the same way that he would have been 
who, 
unauthorized, 
introduced 
visitors; 
yet something m ay be said to gratify a 
curiosity which surely is not now imperti­ 
nent or ignoble. 
W hen London was full, 
the little drawing room in St. John’s W ood 
was now and then crowded to overflowing 
with those who were glad to give their best 
of conversation, of information, and some» 
times of music, always 
listen with eager 
attention to whatever u ir hostess might 
say, when all that she said was worth hear­ 
ing. 
Without a trace of * edantry, she led 
the conversation to some great and lofty 
strain. 
Of herself and works she never 
spoke; of the works and thoughts of others 
she spoke with reverence, and sometimes 
even too great tolerance. 
But those after­ 
noons had the highest pleasure when L on ­ 
don was empty or the day wet, and only a 
few friends were present, so that her cen- 
versation assumed a. more sustains*! tone 
than was possible when the rooms were 
full of shifting groups. 
It was then that, 
without any premeditation, her sentences 
fell as fully formed, as wise, as weighty, 
as epigrammatic, as any to be found in her 
books. 
Always ready, but never rapid, 
her talk was not only good in itself, but it 
encouraged the same in others, since she 
was an excellent 
listener and 
eager to 
hear. 


Yet interesting as seemed to her, as well 
as to those admitted to 
them, her 
after~ 
noons in London, she was always glad to 
escape when summer came, either tor one 
of the tours on the continent in which she 
so delighted, or lately 
in 
the 
charming 
home she had made in Surrey. 
She never 
tired of the lovely scenery about W itley, 
and the great expanse of view obtainable 
from the tops of the 
m any 
hills. 
It was 
on one of her drives in that neighborhood 
that a characteristic 
conversation 
took 
place between her and one of the greatest 
English poets, whom she 
met 
as he was 
taking a walk. 
Even that 
short interval 
enabled them to get into somewhat deep 
conversation on evolution; and as the poet 
afterward related it to a companion on the 
same spot, he said: 
“ H ere was where I 
said ‘good-by’ to George E lio t; and as she 
went down the hill, I said, ‘W ell, good-by, 
you and your molecules,’ and she said to 
me, ‘I am quite content 
with 
m y mole" 
cules.’ ” 
A trifling anecdote, perhaps, but 
to those who will read between the lines, 
not 
other than 
characteristic 
of 
both 
speakers.

CAREER OF A HOT-HEADED PRINCE. 


Death of Prince Piqjre, NepUew of the Great 
Bonaparte—His Wonderful Adventures 
In all Parts of the World- 


Prince 
Pierre 
Napoleon died at Ver­ 
sailles from gout on Friday night last. 
He 
was the third son of Lucien 
Bonaparte, 
the brother of the First Napoleon, and was 
born at Rome on September 12, 1815. 
He 
was the most hot-headed and reckless of 
his family, a military free-lance, and a 
contentious 
writer 
and 
determ ined u p ­ 
holder of his own opinions. 
U p to about 
eleven years ago he led a life of almost 
constant turmoil. 
For this reason he was 
given the cold shoulder by his fam ily, and 
Napoleon 
III. avoided 
him. 
In 
1832, 
when about 17 years old, he cam e to this 
country to visit his uncle Joseph, the ex­ 
king of Spain, who then resided at Borden - 
town, N. J. 
Love of adventure carried 
him to Colom bia.on the breaking out of 
the civil war there, and he served as a 
volunteer under General Santander. 


A t the close of the war he held the rank 
and command of a colonel. 
H e next re­ 
turned to Rome and indulged in such ex 
cesses that Pope Gregory X V I. ordered 
him to leave the states of the church. 
He 
refused to obey the order, resisted the po 
lice who were 
sent to arrest him., killed 
the leader of the squad, wounded two of 
the subordinates, and was severely w ound­ 
ed himself. 
He 
was 
then confined for 
several months in the castle o f St. Angelo, 
and, on his release, came a second time 
to this country, but did not rem ain long. 
On the island of Corfu he becam e involved 
in a bloody quarrel, in which he maintain­ 
ed him self single-handed against a party 
of Poli-K oves, and killed and 


W O U N D E D S E V E R A L O F T H E M . 


T h e British government finally request­ 
ed him to 
leave 
Corfu, and h e went to 
London, 
News of the revolution o f 184S 
reached him there, and he*hurried to Paris 
and obtained a military appointm ent from 
the new government. 
H e had previously 
tried unsuccessfully to secure m ilitary ser*. 
vice in the French and E gyptian armies. 
A Corsican constituency elected him to a 
seat in the national assembly, and, taking 
his seat with the left, he voted for the most 
extreme measures 
c f the 
radical dem o­ 
crats. 
Th e violence with which he assert 
ed his republicanism 
often offended the 
members of the right. 
H e was re-elected 
to the assembly by two constituents. 
In 
1849, after the dissolution of the assembly, 
he was given a command in A lgeria, but 
he proved himself not amenable- to mili­ 
tary discipline, .and 
was dism issed from 
the army for 
returning 
to Paris 
without 
asking leave of his superior officers. After 
thecoufi cTetat he accepted a title from the 
emperor, and for a number of years spent 
the most of his time in hunting in Corsica 
or the Ardennes. 


His existence was next recalled to the 
public by his appearance as a participant 
through the columns of the governm ent 
sheet U Avenir in a violent discussion,un­ 
dertaken by that journal with the republican 
paper La Revanche. Paschal Grousset pub­ 
lished in the Marseillaise, o f w hich he was 
an editor, an article denouncing Pierre as a 
renegade republican and a brutal Corsican 
and as capable of any crime. Pierre.mad» 
dened by this attack, sent to H enri Roche­ 
fort, the principal editor of the Marseilaise, 
a challenge couched in the most insulting 
terms, and 
explaining that it wps sent to 
him because the 
writer 
did not wish to 
meet a subordinate editor. 
Rochefort de­ 
sired to 
accept the 
challenge, and had 
m ade arrangements to send his friends to 
Prince Pierre, when M. Grousset, hearing 
of the challenge, prevented 
him f^om ac­ 
cepting it, and 
sent 
his 
own 
friends to 
Auteuil to confer 
with 
Pierre respecting 
the terms on which

should 
take place. 
These friends were 
two fellow-laboters 
with Grousset on La 
Marseillaise, MM. Fonveille 
an d 
Victor 
Noir. T h ey met Pierre at Auteuil, Jan. 10, 
1870. T h e circumstances of their interview 
with him have never been clearly stated. 
It is certain, however, that Pierre’s temper 
once more escaped his 
control, an d that 
he opened fire . ,>on his two visitors with a 
revolver. Victor Noir was instantly killed. 
This act of Prince Pierre 
aroused public 
anger 
and indignation. 
M eetings were 
held to express sorrow 
for 
the death of 
the young journalist, and at them not only 
his murderer, but the entire Bonaparte 
family, was roundly denounced. 
T h e fu­ 
neral o f M. Noir was one of the 
m ost im­ 
posing that 
ever took place 
in Paris. 
Prince Pierre was arrested an d w as tried 
before the high court of justice at Tours, in 
March, 1870. 
H e 
was acquitted of the 
crime o f murder in the first 
degree, but 
was condemned to pay 25,000 francs dam> 
ages to the relatives of the young journal­ 
ist. 


A Story ot the Late Larz Anderson a t a Tur­ 
key Shooting Match.

I dined twice at the W hite H ouse ; the 
first time informally, with 
C harles King 
and Atbert Gallatin. The latter gentlem an 
scarcely said anything, owing, perhaps, to 
the 
constant and amusing utterances of 
the president and Mr. King, who talked as 
if they were under bonds to furnish enter­ 
tainment for the party. 
T h e next occasion 
was 
a 
state dinner, of forty ladies and 
gentlemen, very splendici and rather stiff. 
M y place was next to pretty M iss Bullett, 
of Kentucky; but, to 
say 
the 
truth, the 
conversation rather dragged between us, 
until 
I 
discovered that we had a mutual 
friend in Larz Anderson, of Cincinnati. 
I 
had known Larz well in college; an d re* 
member when he arrived in Cam bridge, 
a small, flaxen-haired boy, accom panied 
by two companions from the distant west. 
T h ey had come all the way from K entucky 
on horseback, their effects being borne in 
saddle-bags behind the riders. 
T h ere was 
no public conveyance, the roads were ex­ 
ecrable, and this manly mode o f traveling 
was then the only way of getting to H a r ­ 
vard. 
Now, I happened to h a ve a story 
to tell about our old friend Anderson, 


which I felt sure would gratify the pride of 
a Kentuckian; and, as I have not recorded 
a word of what my 
fair neighbor said to 
me, I can only fall back upon what I said 
to her. and the substance of my tale might 
be written out thus: 


Oxford street, in Cambridge, is at pres­ 
ent a very decorous thoroughfare, 
not at 
all adapted to 
the 
wild sport of turkey- 
shooting, for which purpose the ground it 
it occupied was 
used when I was in col­ 
lege. 
We stood with our back to the site 
ot memorial hall, and discharged rifles, at 
long range, at a turkey which was dimly 
discernible in the distance. 
A small fee 
was demanded for the privilege of shoot­ 
ing, and the turkey was 10 be given to any 
one who could hit t 
But, except for some 
chance shot, like that made by Mr. Tup- 
man, when out rook shooting, it was safe 
to predict that nobody would hit it. 
The 
usual end of a 
Harvard turkey shooting 
was the departure of the proprietor of the 
turkeys with all his birds and all our six 
pences. 
Still, there was the excitement of 
a lottery 
about it, if nothin? else. 
The 
ball, if discharged, must strike somewhere; 
and, if so, 
why 
might it not happen to 
strike the turkej ? The lo^ic was simply ir­ 
resistible. A fowl of that magnitude would 
be a most desirable addition to the meagre 
fare furnished 
by the college commons; 
and so the rifles cracked with sn.all result 
to the students and splendid profits to the 
turkey man. One day a little tow-headed fel­ 
low appeared on the field, and desired to 
take part in the sport. 
Though he seemed 
almost too young to be trusted with a rifle, 
the master of the fowls (foreseeing future 
gains) was quite willing he should try. He 
must first receive proper instructions about 
the holding 
and 
pointing 
of his piece, 
and 
that 
there 
would 
really 
be 
no 
danger. 
Young Larz received the direct 
tions with great good nature, raised the rifle 
and 
down 
went the turkey. 
The man 
stared in amazement, and then broke into 
a smile, 
“ Try it again, young one,” said 
he. 
“ Most any one can throw sixes once, 
you know.” 
Another bird was procured, 
and the ball

“ and next time you 
meet a 
gentleman 
from that state, just remember there’s not 
much 
you ca» 
tell him about a rifle. 
That’s all.” 


And thus 
it was 
that our 
good friend 
Anderson broke 
the 
ice 
between pretty 
Miss Bullett and m yself at 
that solemn 
dinner of high state, nearly fifty-five years 
ago. 
I suppose the other eight and-thirty 
people found 
something to say ; but it is 
evident that they were not talking for pos­ 
terity, 
Neither 
their 
words 
nor 
their 
names appear in my journal. 
The record 
only makes it evident that a state banquet 
of the period was, in 
a general way, a 
frigid affair; 
but was capable, neverthe­ 
less, of considerable mitigation, if one were 
well launched in conversation with a fair 
young lady from Kentucky.

The key 
of hi» 
character was his passionate and 
intense 
nature. 
On one occasion he made out his 
reports, covering a period of days, of the 
number of the enemy he had killed, and 
when he had made his 
aggiegate ieport 
he guessed far wide of the sum of his daily 
reports. 
General 
Van 
Dorn 
was 
his 
superior, and his strict 
martinet disposi­ 
tion was aroused by Forrest’s loose way of 
putting his boasting and 
exaggeration in 
the form of figures, and he sent for Forrest 
and told him : 
“ I want you to explain the 
discrepancy in your reports.” 
“ What is 
that?” 
said 
Forrest. 
H e 
didn’t 
know 
what discrepancy meant. 
“ I want you to 
make the sum of these 
figures in 
your 
daily reports agree with the aggregate in 
your last report.” 
Forrest began to look 
fierce and walked up and down, and still 
said he did not know r/hat he meant. "I 
mean just this,” said Van Dotn, in a cold, 
soft voice, “ if this 
is 
true, that .must be 
false.” 
"W hat, sir!” exclaimed Forrest, 
like a lion.

many thanks for the frankness with which 
his “ dear friends had addressed him. 
In 
regard to the first 
point Count Bismarck 
savs 
that 
people at a distance 
can not 
judge of the circum stances 
which 
must 
necessarily influence the political conduct 
of a statesman; that 
he 
must act for the 
good of the country whose destinies have 
been placed in his hands, and that if his 
correspondents knew how difficult it is to 
adopt the right course, and how heavy a 
burden rests on his shoulders, they would 
acquit him of willful desertion of his party. 
In explanation 
of the second point the 
count 
reminds his correspondents of the 
lengthy negotiations which led to thecon^ 
vention 
of Gastein. 
“ A t onetim e,” he 
says, “ matters 
cam e to a deadlock, and 
life became so insufferably tedious 
that I 
did not know how to kill time. 
I went for 
a walk, met 
M ile 
Lucca, whom I knew, 
and suggested to her that she should re­ 
lieve the ted.ousness o f our existence by 
giving 
a 
concert. 
'Perhaps I will,’ she 
answered, ‘but 
only 
on one condition,’ 
And what may that be ?’ 
‘ That your ex­ 
cellency 
will allow yourself to be photo­ 
graphed along with m e.’ 
‘W ith pleasure,’ 


I answered, and this was the origin of the 
picture. 
I now leave 
it 
to you to judge 
whether you should cast a stone at me on 
this account." 
A s for the count’s non ap 
pearance at church, he explains that his 
doctor forbids him to attend divine service, 
as he has becom e so exhausted 
through 
working 
night 
after night that he is not 
equal to the effort. 
H e adds that he feels 
this to be a great 
privation, 
and 
often 
prays in his own room for guidance as to 
what is best for the fatherland. 


Tbe Deepest SQaft. 


F rom th e O u r a y '1 in i s. 


According to a statement recently pub­ 
lished, the deepest perpendicular shaft at 
present existing, is 
that of Analbert, at 
Arizibram, in Bohem ia, which has a depth 
of 3,280 
feet. 
T h ere 
are 
others 
still 
deeper, if not quite 
perpendicular. 
The 
salt bore at Spezenburg, near Berlin, was 
carried down some 4,175 feet a few years 
ago, and a coal m ine at Viviets, Belgium, 
is now 2,542 
feet. 
T w o 
other shafts in 
Belgium, 
at 
G illey, 
are 
sunk 
to 
the 
depth of 2,847 feet, 
and 
from 
these an 
exploring 
shaft 
was 
sunk 
600 
feet 
farther. 
The deepest 
shaft in Prussian 
mining is the Sam son, 
at 
the Oberharz 
Lead and Silver works, in Hanover, which 
is 
2 437 
feet. 
T h e Rosebridge colliery, 
near Wigan, is 2,824 
feet. 
France 
has 
nothing beyond 1 880 feet at a colliery at 
Rondcamp. These are the only instances, 
so far as known, of m ines being worked at 
such a depth, but 
there is one 
case on 
record 
where a depth of upwards of one 
mile below the surface was reached, viz., 
at the artesian w ell at Pottsdam, Missouri, 
where the chisels have been carried down 
to 5 500 feet. 


Attacked by Utes. 


O u r a y T im e s . 


Early in the w eek there were vague ru­ 
mors afloat to the effect that all the cattle 
men 
in 
the vicinity of L a Sal, Paradox 
valley, Grand river— in short all the graz­ 
ing country west 
of here used as winter 
range— had been hurriedly driven out by 
the Indians, m any leaving there stock b e­ 
hind. 
The report when traced up came 
from Meserole & B lake's mail 
rider, but 
seemed to have grown in handling. 


Tuesday Fred M ayol, who has wintered 
his heid of about 800 cattle in the neigh­ 
borhood of Paradox for two or three win­ 
ters, came in and reported that while he 
and 
the 
two 
boys 
who 
were working 
for him were in cam p about twenty miles 
this side of Paradox, on Dry creek, a party 
of twelve 
Indians cam e riding up. dash­ 
ing 
through 
the 
camp, 
knocking 
everything over and 
trying to 
ride their 
horses over the men, who were lying upon 
their 
blankets. 
Mr. 
M ayol was 
struck 
several times with a 
quirt and ordered to 
leave 
in 
twenty four 
hours, the Indians 
saying they would kill the 
cattle if they 
were not taken aw ay. 
T hese demonstra- 
tions 
were 
anything but agreeable, and 
the boys say guns were 
drawn on 
Fred 
several times. 
B elieving 
that their lives 
were in danger, thev 
pulled out for home 
as quickly as possible, leavin g the catile. 
Mr. Mayol did not 
recognize any of the 
Indians! and believes 
them to have been 
White River Utes. 
H e will return for his 
cattle as soon as he 
can gather sufficient 
force to make it safe to 
do so. 
Reports 
have 
caused 
som e 
other 
stock men to 
drive their herds out, but so far as we can 
learn this is the 
only instance in which 
any person has been m olested in the least. 


Wednesday Gus. Seibert cam e in,having 
left Paradox two or three days later than 
Mr. M^yol. He reported plenty of Indians 
about, but had not been 
molested in the 
least and did not 
know o f any one else 
having been. 
H e believed the assault on 
Mayol to have 
been 
the result of some 
grudge the Indians m ay h a ve held against 
him, and could account for it on no other 
ground. 
So far as he knew , no others had 
been interfered with in the least, and he 
started on his return th e sam e day. 
Did 
not think there was the slightest danger. 


There is no doubt that the Indians made 
a rough assault upon M a j ol, but the facts 
as stated by Seibert th at no one else had 
been molested, shows pretty clearly that it 
was not the purpose o f the Indians to drive 
tbe whites away and precipitate a conflict. 
W e can see no 
cause for alarm, but the 
government would do well, in view of the 
many threats that h a ve m ade, to send in 
a thousand or so o f ca va lry to teach these 
insolent savages to be&avc themselves.

The Far West and the Moon. 


Mr. Richard Proctor, the 
astronomer, 
writes; 
“ During 
m y 
recent journeys 
across the western states (from 
Kansas 
City through Denver, Cheyenne, Ogden 
and San Francisco, and back to Cheyenne 
and Om aha through St. Joseph to Kansas 
City) I was much 
struck by the 
singular 
resemblance between the configuration of 
the North American continent and that of 
the moon’s surface as seen with good tele^ 
scopes. 
T h e journey from Missouri to the 
Rocky 
Mountains is usually 
considered 
monotonous (so much so, indeed, that one 
station near the western border of Kansas 
has received the suggestive name M onot- 
ny ) 
But I found those widespread plains 
(not strictly level but 
undulating,) 
co v ­ 
ered 
with prairie grass, as impressive as 
the R ocky Mountains themselves. 
(The 
undulations, let me note, resemble those 
of a sea crossed by two or more series of 
wide ?nd 
gentle 
undulations.) 
Th rise 
from Kansas City to 
Sherman, 8.234 feet 
above the sea level, is so gradual as to be 
almost 
imperceptible, except 
near Sher­ 
man, 
and 
the 
aspect of 
the 
country 
changes much less than one would expect. 
The chief change in the character of the 
more level parts arises from the difference 
in the character of the vegetation, the prai­ 
rie grass being replaced at a higher level 
by sage brush. 
These broad, undulating 
regions, gradually slanting upward to tbe 
foot of the R ocky Mountains, strikingly re­ 
semble the great so called “ seas” on the 
moon, bordered by the ranges of mountains, 
beyond 
which 
lie the regions of great 
volcanic craters. 
These lunar seas, with 
the;r prevalent dark tints, are among the 
most striking features of the moon’s sur­ 
face, and, rightly apprehended, indicate a 
former condition of things on the 
moon 
resembling that now ,prevailing 
on 
the 
earth. 
T h e y show that the moon, though 
now arid, had once seas such as our earth 
has at present. 
The 
slow 
processes 
of 
change b y which 
the lunar 
seas 
were 
turned to dry land are. taking 
the 
place 
now, though on a larger scale 
(but 
even 
more slowly), on the 
earth. 
T h e lunar 
surface much more nearly resembles that 
of the N ew W orld than that o f Europe, 
Asia, Africa or Australia."

Senator T eller also 
proposed 
McMorris’ nam e to Senator 
Hill, and is really the one responsible for 
McMorris’ candidacy. 
U nder these cir­ 
cumstances it is hardly to be supposed 
that Senator Teller would recom m end 
Peck, after having induced Judge Mc­ 
Morris to be a candidate, because it would 
not only shotv remarkable duplicity, but 
leek of that shrewdness which Senator 
Teller is supposed to possess to an emi­ 
nent degree.

SORROW IN SICILY. 


EMt. Etna CracKed and Spoiled. 


N ew York Times. 


Sicily belongs to free and united Italy, 
but this is a small consolation now that the 
island is threatened with the loss of trav­ 
eling foreigners. 
It was E tn a that drew 
the Englishm an, the Frenchm an, the Ger 
m an, and the occasional A m erican to Sic­ 
ily, but now the fatal truth that Etna is 
cracked and will no longer prove an at­ 
traction to foreigners has been published 
by a scientific journal. 


Etna was undoubtedly the best volcano 
in Europe. 
Vesuvius is an excellent vol­ 
cano for its size, and the N eapolitans have 
m ade the most of it. 
T he eruptions of 
Vesuvius are frequent, and often they are 
really imposing, especially in the eyes of 
people who have never seen a first-class 
volcano. 
Almost every w inter a tiny 
stream of real lava can be found flowing 
out of some crevice in the cone, and the 
Neapolitan hotel keepers always assert 
that a tremendous eruption is close at hand. 
Still, after all, Vesuvius is a sm all affair, 
and is not for a mom ent to be compared 
with towering, snow-clad E tna. 
Strom- 
boil is another good steady volcano, that 
is always blazing, and were it situated 
where hotel keepers could utilize it there 
is no doubt that it would be deservedly 
popular. 
But Etna is, or rather was, 
worth half a dozen such toy volcanoes as 
Stromboli. 
It is a mountain nearly 10,000 
feet in height, and the view from its sum­ 
mit is grander than the view from any 
of the summits of the Alps. 
W hen it has 
an eruption, the best efforts of Vesuvius 
are in comparison as the bubbling of a 
tea-kettle. 
Its streams of lava are miles 
in width, and are rivalled only by those of 
Kilauea. 
Its earthquakes shake Batania, 
M essina and lesser towns into piles of 
shapeless ruins, r.nd its enorm ous crater 
could almost contain the entire mountain 
of Vesuvius. 
Naturally the Sicilians have 
been proud of their unrivaled volcano. It 
has been their chief source of income. 
The Catanian hotel keepers have grown 
rich by taking in the wayfaring foreigner 
and helping him on his way to the moun­ 
tain. 
The rest of the population of Cata­ 
nia has furnished him with donkeys and 
hired itself to him as guides ; and the 
people of the other parts of the island 
have laid in 
wait 
for 
him 
in 
the 
gloomy pine forests of E tna, and enriched 
them selves with his clothes an d what little 
money the hotol keeper and donkey men 
may have overlooked. 
No wonder the 
simple and honest Sicilian loved his moun­ 
tain, and gratefully acknowledged the 
tourists whom it iured into his hands. 
It 
is estimated that no less than thirty thous­ 
and families of hotel keepers, donkey 
owners, guides and brigands have annu­ 
ally derived then sole support” from tour­ 
ists who visit Mount Etna, and it is heart­ 
breaking to think of the m isery which 
stares these people in the face qow that 
E tna is apparently spoiled. 


Not quite a year ago there was every 
prospect that E tna was about to h ave a vio­ 
lent eruption, and a great business revival 
was anticipated by the industrial classes of 
Sicily. 
On the 29th ot May the mountain 
suddenly cracked, and a vast fissure miles 
in lengh appeared in one of the sides. The 
prelim inary symptoms of eruption imme­ 
diately ceased. 
The m ountain relieved 
itself of a little mud, and then ceased to 
growl, shake, or give any other .signs of 
life. Experienced volcano engineers have 
pronounced the opinion that so long as 
the crack rem ains open it will be impossi­ 
ble to get up pressure enough to produce 
an eruption, and that in all probability the 
vo lcano will be as useless as an exploded 
locomotive boiler. 


Farragut’s Wife.

Mrs. Farragut says: 
“ Though m y hus­ 
band was not a m em ber of the church 
until within a few years previous to his 
death, he never ate a m eal without first 
asking God to bless it, and never under­ 
took anv great work without invoking His 
aid.” 
She speaks with moist eyes and 
tender tones of his message to her, written 
the night before the famous battle of Mo­ 
bile Bay. 
“W e go to m orrow to victory 
or death, God alone knows which. 
But 
whatever may come, rem em ber, my dear 
wife, that in all our m arried life I have 
never swerved in my fidelity to you.” 
They went forward that m orning, the Te- 
cumseh firing the first shot at forty-seven 
minutes past 6 o’clock. 
It was soon to be 
her last, for she went down in the face of 
the fleet, sunk by a torpedo. 
At this, the 
Brooklyn stopped and backed, stopping 
the advance of the other shi^s. 
Farragut, 
high in the main rigging of the Hartford, 
shouted to Captain Drayton: 
“ Go ahead 
at full speed.” The flagship dashed ahead 
the other ships following, officers and men 
believing they were going to death with 
their commander. 
The great heart of the 
hero prayed. 
“O thou Creator of man 1 
who gave him reason, guide m e now. 
Shall I continue on or must I go back ? ’ 
He afterward said : 
“ A voice thundered 
in my ear, ‘go on !” 
I felt m yself relieved 
Irom further responsibility, for I knew that 
God himself was leading me to victory.”

it by assessm ents on their property which 
will be benefited by it. 
This will be a 
juster m ethod as only those will pay for 
the im provem ent who are directly b e n e ­ 
fited by it. 


Referring to the report that M r. Peck is 
to be appointed to succeed M r. M oney- 
penny on the U te com m ission, the T rib ­ 
une says: 
“ H e is being opposed by the 
respectable republicans of the state, and 
bitterly.” 
W e und erstan d that Mr. Peck 
has been recom m ended by Judge Belford, 
H. M. T eller, G overnor Pitkin and all the 
rest of the state officers and by Judges 
Beck and E lbert of the suprem e court.— 
[Denver R epublican. 


There m ust be som e m istake about the 
above. 
Senator T eller was am ong those 
who supported Judge M cM orris in the b e ­ 
ginning and it can hardly be possible th at 
he would prove treacherous. A correction 
by the R epublican is due Senator T eller. 


W e copy elsew here an article from the 
Denver T ribune regarding the fight for 
the vacancy on the U te com m ission.

It is the great practical ques­ 
tion to be considered by the conference. It 
will show the greatest difference of opin­ 
ion. T he ratio,w hich shall be fixed,m ust re ­ 
cognize any fluctuations in the relative v a l­ 
ue of gold and silver, w hich has been caus* 
ed by production and by such legislation as 
will rem ain 
unchanged. 
Som e causes 
which have depreciated silver will be re«* 
moved and tend to restore the old ratio. 
Among these m ay be m entioned the clos­ 
ing of the m ints of th e Latin U nion and 
the lim ited coinage of silver in this coun­ 
try* 
O ther causes, like the dem onetiza­ 
tion of silver by G erm any, an d the in­ 
creased relative production of silver, will 
not be changed, a n d will continue to d e ­ 
preciate the value o f silver as com pared 
with gold. 
T hese questions are intricate 
and subtle, a n d it is fortunate so .able a 
commission will consider them . 
It can 
solve the problem if it is solvable. 


BELFORDS SILENOE. 


T h ere h av e b een no new*developments 
in the alleged H am ill disloyalty to Bel­ 
ford w hich has b een a leading topic of 
discussion in th e new spapers for weeks. 
T h e last letter published was Senator 
K earn ey ’s w hich required an explicit reply 
from Judge B elford. 
It will be rem em ber­ 
ed th at Judge B elford wrote directly after 
his return from W ashington a letter to 
the R egister-C all in which he stated in 
sub stan ce th at Judge Coulter told him that 
S enator K earn ey h a d stated to Coulter 
th at M r. H am ill used money in Gilpin 
county to m ak e Belford run behind his 
ticket. 
Judge Belford ia his letter said 
th at h e knew nothing 
more about it 
a n d 
gave 
no 
opinion 
as 
to 
the 
truth 
of 
the 
report. 
This 
elicited a rep ly from Senator K earney in 
w hich he stated th a t he never said an y ­ 
th in g of the sort to Coulter, which of course 
did not require an y additional reply from 
B elford. 
B ut it also contained the state­ 
m ent th at after h arin g such charges had 
been m ade to 
B elford, he look Judge 
C oulter to T5c*Iford a n d th at Coulter then 
an d there denied th a t he ever told Bel­ 
ford or anyone else that K earney had 
m ade such charges. 
If this is true then 
Judge B elford is convicted of dishonorable 
conduct to H ain ill in ‘'oppressing infor­ 
m ation in his letter vn.ich would have 
practically cleared him , for if Coulter d e­ 
nied to B elford th ese charges there 
is 
nothing to sustain them . 
Judge Belford is 
also convicted o f m isrepresenting the facts, 
for h e told the public th at he knew nothing 
m ore th an w as in his letter, whereas he 
suppressed the m ost im portant inform a­ 
tion relating to th e discussion. 
U nder 
these circum stances one wouid hardiy 
suppose th at Ju d g e Belford would rest 
quietly u n d er the im putations contained 
in S enator K e arn e y ’s letter. 
It cannot be 
said th at they are no t worth noticing b e ­ 
cause they are irresponsible. The charges 
are made, over the n am e of a gentlem an of 
high standing. 
It can n o t be said that they 
are of too little m om ent for théy convict 
Judge Belford of dishonorable conduct and 
m isstatem ent o f facts. 


T h e silence of Ju d g e Belford under these 
circum stances is inexplicable unless he is 
guilty. 
No other explanation can be sat­ 
isfactorily given. 
It is understood also 
th at S enator K earn ey is ready if need be 
to produce w itnesses w ho will testify to the 
correctness of the denials of Coulter in 
B elford’s a n d his presence. 
This m ay 
account for B elford’s extrem e silence. W e 
th in k th at this subject ought to be fully ven­ 
tilated.

w hole affair is alik e contem ptible to Judge 
Belford an d his friends. 
Judge Belford 
m ight h av e sim ply said that the charges 
w ere not supported, but instead he wrote 
a colum n letter w hich concealed its w ant 
of facts by verbosity and which contained 
a hypocritical statem ent fef facts. 
T he 
republican p arty owes to its faithful m em ­ 
bers a vindication from unjust charges 
a n d to its doublefaced tim e servers the re ­ 
buke they h av e deserved.

The Leadville H e ra ld of yesterday con­ 
tains the following co n ce rin g the Morning 
Star mine : 
' But little h as been said for 
a long time re g ard in g the. M orning Star 
mine. 
Up to the first of Jan u ary the mine 
was producing an im m en se ore output, but 
during the present y e ar absolutely no stop- 
ing except such ns n e cessary to further de­ 
velop the ore bodies h a s been done, and 
the entire aim has b een to open out new 
territory. 
O f 
course, 
in 
driving drifts 
through ore, 
m uch 
m in e ral has to be 
broken, and from th is a n a v eiag e produc­ 
tion has been m ade o f ab o u t thirty thous­ 
and dollars a m onth. 
L ast m onth the ore 
shipments am ounted to 623 tons, returning 
all the way from tw e n ty eig h t dollars to 
ninety dollars 
a to n , th e average being 
forty eight dollars. 


“Yesterday the m in e w as visited, more 
especial attention b e in g g iv en to the new 
workings. 
T he m ain w orking shaft, 250 
feet deep, with the m ain 
incline running 
east for 365 feet, is th e sa m e as at the last 
visit of the repor'.er, w ith the exception 
that a double set o f u p rig h t tim bers have 
been put in the en tire le n g th o f the incline. 


“ The first drift v isited w as the number 
four north level from 
th e incline. 
This 
extends first due n o rth 
a n d then north­ 
west, a distance a lto g e th e r of about two 
hundred ft;et. 
It sh o w s a larg e ore body, 
varying from four to e ig h t feet in thick­ 
ness.

preciated, a n d s e llin g th em when a pros­ 
pect of re d em p tio n h a d raised their value. 
His sp ecu latio n s 
in 
m ittens, warming 
pans, w h aleb o n e a n d th e like are widely 
known. 
T h o u g h ig n o ra n t and illiterate, 
and doubtless so m e w h a t indebted to luck 
for his good fo rtu n e , still it is evident the 
man was b o th 
s h re w d and sagacious. 
His vanity w a s in o rd in a te ,

it

H a v in g bought the fine 
Jackson m an sio n on 
H igh street, nearlv 
opposite his 
w ife ’s 
m aiden home, 
he 
began to b eau tify it a fte r his own des'gn. 
Mr. Jam es W ilso n w as a rarver of figure 
heads of ships. 
D e x te r conceived the 
idea of e m p lo y in g M r. W ilson to em bel­ 
lish his house a n d g ro u n d s with wooden 
statues. 
T h ese fig u re s were remarkable 
specim ens in w ood c a rv in g . 
In this work 
Mr. W ilson 
d is p la y e d 
the power of a 
sculptor; it is a p ity 
b e never aspired to 
works of g re a ter d u ra b ility .

as corpse, a n d w a s b o rn e to the sepulchre 
with due fu n eral rite s. 
After his resurrec­ 
tion and re tu rn to th e house he beat his 
wife because s h e d id n o t weep while fol­ 
lowing him to th e g ra v e .

son in his h o u se n a m e d Jonathan Plum­

INFLUENCE OF NEWSPAPERS. 


The Leadville H erald in a n interesting 
article on “ Newspapers a n d 
S e n a to rs” 
thinks that newspapers do n o t influence 
opinions as much as they did, a n d also 
thinks the influence of a n ew sp a p er is 
overestimated. 
W e th in k in a certain 
sense it is. 
A new spaper is re a d m ore 
critically than it used to be a n d does not 
have nearly so large a class o f follow ers 
who take its opinions as ih eir ow n. T h ere 
are newswapers which have a la rg e r circu ­ 
lation than the Tribune h a d u n d e r G ree­ 
ley but none of them h av e so m an y de­ 
voted followers who regard its expressions 
of opinion as law and gospel. 
A gain, 
there has been a. great c h a n g e in the 
conduct and m ake up o f a new spaper. 
They 
do * not 
exist 
now 
so 
m uch 
to 
express 
opinions 
as 
to 
give 
news. 
The immense change in th e latter 
respect has weakened the influence o f the 
opinions. 
But while we ad m it th is, w e by 
no means think a new spaper is in reality 
losing its influence. 
M en no lo n g er p a r­ 
rot like echo the opinion o f th eir favorite 
newspaper. 
They think for th em selv es. 
But 
nevertheless the n ew sp ap er a m an 
raads greatly influences th at m a n ’s o p in ­ 
ion. 
It furnishes the data on w hich the 
opinion is formed. 
This d a ta is colored 
by the prejudices of the p ap er. 
If it is a 
partisan paper it publishes th a t w hich 
will benefit its party and in ju re its oppo­ 
nent. 
It is a trite rem ark th at th e p o liti­ 
cal newspaper has to a larg e e x te n t su ­ 
perseded the political orator. 
T h e n ew s­ 
paper decides what part of the sp eech of 
the orator shall be reported a n d th en 
sends it out to its hundreds or th o u san d s 
of roaders. 


T he orator thus sinks into insignificant 
in comparison with the new spapers. R o s- 
coe Conkling, in all the cam p aig n last fall, 
did not address through his voice so m an y 
people as he spoke to through th e N ew 
York Herald in a single issue, in re p o rtin g 
his first speech at the A cadem y o f M usic in 
New York, at the beginning of th e c a m ­ 
paign. 
A good newspaper edits its te le ­ 
graph, miscellany and even a d v ertise-, 
m ents. Every departm ent bears th e stam p 
of its 
individuality. 
T h is does 
not 
m ean necessarily that papers are d ish o n ­ 
est. 
They simply choose not to p u b lish 
certain things. 
For exam ple, som e p ap ers 
like scandal and m ention of c rim es in 
their editorial page, and hence th e ir new s 
columns are full of such inform ation. O thers 
do not like this^candal an d su p p ress it as 
news. 
The head of a dispatch is freq u e n t­ 
ly the expression of an editorial 
o p in io n . 
In thic w^y a man don’t re a d th e te le ­ 
graph, local news and m iscellany w ithout 
imbibing to some extent the p rejudices an d 
notions of the paper he reads. 
It is no t 
necessary for him to read th e 
ed ito rial 
page. 
The influence of the p a p e r to-day 
in forming opinions is m ore in d irect a n d 
subtle than it was fifty years- ago. 
A m an 
is not aware that his prejudice 
for or 
against an item of news is in sp ired by th e 
head line he reads. 
But we th in k it is by 
no m eans a settled fact th at n ew sp ap ers 
have lessened their influence b ecau se th ey 
exercise it in a different way.

It w as

purpose. 
But there was an u n ex p ected 
delay in filling the order, an d w e sh a ll b e 
obliged to delay doing so for a few day s. 
W e intend during the com ing y e a r to 
m ake the G a z e t t e more v alu ab le as a 
newspaper. 
This m orning we b eg in to 
print an extensive stock report, w h ich is 
obtained at considerable expense. 
W h e n 
our new dress is put on we sh all c h a n g e 
the m ake-up of the paper, a n d h o p e to 
introduce new and valuable features soon. 
It is our intention to im prove th e G a z e t t e 
in all departments as fast as th e p atro n ag e 
will warrant. 
We thank our friends for 
all they have done to m ake th e p a p e r su c­ 
cessful.

life of toil, who continually ex ert th e m ­ 
selves to gain position, read o i th e last 
rites performed over the most re m a rk ab le 
m an of modern times and see how sim ply 
he was at last laid away from earth ly 
sight. 
T he burial of an earl, a k n ig h t of 
the garter, a literary celebrity, a n a d v iser 
of a queen, a leader of thought, a fo rm er 
of opinion, an ambitious and a successful 
man was as simple as that of a New E n g ­ 
land clergyman, who should happen to be 
followed to a last resting place only by 
those who loved him, 


The rem ains w ere tran sferre d a t early 
morning from L ondon to 
H u g h en d en 
manor, the large old fash io n ed 
house 
where the ex-Prem ier sp e n t m ost of. his 
life when not occupied w ith th e state 
affairs. 
The body reach ed th e o ld m a n ­ 
sion and was placed in th e la rg e draw ing 
room, just as th e first lig h t o f m orning# 
came slowly creeping 
u p o n 
th e spot' 
he laved so w ell. 
L ater in th e day 
a special train brought the in tim ate friends 
and the Prince of W ales from L ondon. 
In the afternoon th e sim p le procession 
left the M anor house, p assed dow n the 
sloping hillside a n d to th e c h u rch w here 
the vicar received all th a t re m a in e d of 
Earl Beaconsfield. 
A s the b o d y was

vault where the loved co m p an io n a n d wife 
of.Beaconsfield is entom bed. 
D u rin g l e 
entire service the b ells ot th e W y c o m je 
churches were tolled, people cam e frdra* 
near and fa r; offerings from all o ver the 
kingdom were sen t to d eco rate th e coffin, 
and at distant ports flags w ere a t h alf 
mast, and not since the fu n eral o f W elling­ 
ton or Prince A lbert h a d E n g la n d show n 
such sincere grief. 


W hat was the pow er B eaconsfield h ad 
over the hearts o f the E n g lish p eo p le ? 
It 
is conceded that he leaves n o th in g which 
younger men m ay 
im itate. 
H e w as a 
hard critic, a m an with a purpose, a will, 
an energy most rem ark ab le, b u t his states­ 
manship will not b ear th e investigations 
of history, his novels h a v e no lofty senti­ 
ments, his whole life w as sim ply an am ­ 
bitious one. 
A nd yet the q u een loved an d 
trusted him, he was the ad m ired o f the 
majority of the E nglish people. 
W h at 
then was the power w hich h e had, w hat 
the magnetism which sent at his death, a 
genuine sorrow throughout all E n g lan d . 


It was because he h ad a large h eart. 
W e never hear of his good deeds; kin d 
acts are often noblest w hich are safely 
guarded. 
But at his com ing d e ath , w hen 
he knew that the slightest e v en t w ould be 
obeyed, he asked th at no g ra n d cerem o ­ 
nies be performed, th at no 
p arad e be 
given, but requested th at w ith sim plicity 
and quietly, he m ight be carried to his 
beloved home, and with friends around 
him be buried by th e side of one w ho p e r­ 
haps could let us know th at th e cynic, the 
brilliant leader, the “ dizzy” D fsraeli, h ad 
a heart of great tenderness, a love of quiet 
and repose. 


There will long be g rav e doubts that 
this is so. 
The world knew B eaconsfield 
only by hrs acts. 
B ut h e w as am bitious, 
and to gain his end, h ad h e no t to m ett 
intrigue with intrigue ? 
H e could n o t ex­ 
pose his inmost thoughts a n d n o t be taken 
advantage of. 
But w hen he kn ew his end 
was near, that his part in th e d ra m a was 
at an end, we find no m ore th e lofty am b i­ 
tion, but a desire for rest, for quiet, for 
simplicity. 
W ho can tell how often the 
wish had been with him to lea v e the toil, 
the anxiety and the w orry of his life and 
retreat to seclusion a n d rest a t H u g h e n ­ 
den. 
He had reached the goal of his am ­ 
bition. 
He had been h eard , a s he de­ 
clared he would be, a n d history m ay yet 
give to the world a new a n d a b ette r idea 
of the man when his true n a tu re is dis­ 
covered. 
Behind all th e love h e com ­ 
m anded, the honors h e controlled, m ust 
have been a heart w hich it is n o t g e n er­ 
ally supposed belonged to D israeli.

The Biddeiord, (M a in e )‘Union oi April 


22, published the follow ing lette r: 


E d it o r s o f t h e U n i o n a n d J o u r n a l : 
About the m iddle o f last February there 
appeared a circular throughout all the east­ 
ern states w anting m en to work on the 
Rio Grande railro ad , offering good pay 
and plenty of w ork as soon as they could 
get to D enver. 
O n th e strength of that 
circular thousands o f m en and boys were 
induced to leave th eir hom es in the east 
and come to C olorado. 
On arriving at 
Denver, they w ere told at the railroad 
office that they could h av e work if they 
wanted it. 
T h ey w ere sen t three hundred 
miles into the m ountains, and upon get­ 
ting there were told th a t they would only 
get $1.75 per d ay a n d board themselves, 
and as board w as £1.00 per day, they 
could not m ake m uch, but the worst of it 
was, the railroad Co., k ep t back twenty 
days’ pay, and w ould deduct 20 per cent, 
if you left their em ploym ent. 
Then, to 
cap the clim ax you w ould have to pay ten 
cents per m ile to g e t b ack to civilization. 
There are h undreds o f m en in the city of 
Dcuver who would g lad ly return home if 
they could. 
T h eir m oney is gone and 
they cannot all get w ork, as the city is 
tlooded with them , a n d they keep coming 
from all parts o f th e east, lured by such 
inducements as these. 
T here are dozens 
of boys from B iddeford and vicinity in 
just this fix. 
N ow , M r. Editor, you will 
do me and others a g re at favor if you will 
be so kind as to publish this in your paper. 
It will, perhaps, p re v en t others from being 
fooled as we h ave been,

T he w ages paid laborers are 
from $1.25 to $1.75 a d ay and board, ac­ 
cording to the w ork d o n e and the industry 
of the laborers. E x cep t from tram ps there 
is little or no co m plaint from the ■ laborers 
about the treatm ent received. 
The press 
of the state should notice this, as we all 
desire the early com pletion of all exten­ 
sions, so as to secure the m ost rapid devel­ 
opment of our resources.

COURTESY OF THE SENATE. 


The custom called “ courtesy of the sen. 
ate” will play an im p o rtan t part in the dis­ 
cussion of the confirm ation of Senator 
Robertson of New Y ork. 
It involves very 
fundam ental principles. 
T he custom is 
that the nom inations to offices in any state 
shall not be confirm ed, if opposed by the 
senators from th at state. 
The object is 
that the senators shall control the nomina­ 
tions in their own state. 
A s m ost senators 
desire to do this, th ey generally rebuke 
any violation of th eir p ernicious doctrine. 
In this way the sen ate h as exercised to a 
large degree 
not o nly 
the confirming 
power, but the ap p o in tin g power. 
This 
custom is clearly ag ain st th e spirit of the 
constitution and should b e overthrown. 


T he constitution 
in th e division of the 
powers and functions o f th e executive and 
legislative d ep artm en ts give to the presi­ 
dent the right to ap p o in t. T h e senate then 
sits as a judicial body a n d confirms or re­ 
jects that appointm ent. 
T h e spirit and in­ 
tent of the constitution is th at the execu­ 
tive shall exercise th e fullest and freesf 
discretion in m aking appointm ents. 
The 
senators has no right or privilege in the 
m atter until the nom inations are submitted 
for their approval. T h is division of powers 
is clear. 
But the “ courtesy o f the. senate” 
plainly translated ,is th at senators have a 
right to tell the president w hom to appoint. 
If 
senators 
are not consulted and their 
advice heeded, 
th en th e nominations 
are 
not 
to 
be 
confirm ed. 
It 
vir­ 
tually 
puts the 
appointing 
power 
in the hands of the senate, an d the senate 
sim ply meets to confirm its own prefer­ 
ences. 
The executive, in stead oi being a 
co-ordinate branch o f th e governm ent, is 
sim ply reduced to a senatorial clerkship. 
H e is not allowed to exercise his power, 
given him by the constitution. 
H e has no 
discretion unless th ere is a difference be­ 
tween the two senators, a n d then his dis­ 
cretion is limited to ta k in g the advice of 
one or the other. 
T h e sen ate , under these 
circumstances, is no lo n g er a judicial 
body. 
It m akes up th e decision before 
the case is before it for consideration. 
T h e confirmation of all state appoint­ 
m ents is a farce. 
T h e question of the fit­ 
ness of the appointm ent is o f no material 
importance apparently. 


This question sh o u ld no w b e discussed 
and unsettled, if no t se ttle d a rig h t. 
There 
has been a steady effort for y e a rs on the 
part of the legislative 
d e p a rtm e n t to en­ 
croach on the executive d e p a rtm e n t. 
This 
was particularly n o ticed in th e fight against 
President Johnson 
w h e n 
congressm en 
were speaking o f him a s th e tool and in­ 
strum ent of congress a n d n o t a co-ordinate 
branch of the g o v e rn m e n t. 
T h e im peach­ 
m ent fortunately failed a n d w e w ere freed 
from a great disgrace. 
U n d e r the name 
“courtesy of the s e n a te ,” th e sam e fight is 
carried on. 
F or this c u sto m to prevail is 
to create an aristocracy fo reig n a n d hostile 
to our institutions. 
P a trio tism a n d consti­ 
tutional liberty a n d rig h t a lik e dem and 
that it be abolished.

Concerning Cattle Near Durango. 


W e find the .following concerning the 
cattle interests of southern Colorado in the 
Denver Tribune of yesterday : 
‘‘At a 
meeting of the Colorado Cattle Grower’s 
association in^this city, two or three weeks 
ago, Mr. A. Barron, the state inspector, 
was instructed to visit Durango and the 
northwestern portion of the state to examine 
into the condition of affairs there touching 
the cattle interests of that section, which 
had been so seriously injured by the 
depredations of incursionists, whose work 
the ranchmen were unable apparently to 
counteract or prevent. 
T he mission of 
Mr. Barron was for prudential reasons 
kept as quiet as possible, and very few 
persons were cognizant of his going on the 
delicate and dangerous errand except 
those who arranged for it. 


“ Mr. Barron returned to Denver yester­ 
day, and will prepare a report to the asso­ 
ciation embodying the result of his obser­ 
vations and inquiries. 


“ Mr. Barron inform ed the Tribune that 
he found a very bad state of affairs exist­ 
ing at Durango. 
T here seem s to be two 
distinct parties operating there, the trans­ 
actions of neither of which would be tol­ 
erated for a day in any law and order 
country. 
Colorado ranchm en have suf­ 
fered considerable loss from the work of 
these people, but owing to the personal 
difficulties existing betw een the two fac­ 
tions, have been unable to prosecute their 
claims or redress their wrongs. 
The Col­ 
orado people are trying to pursue a legal 
course for a settlem ent of the difficulties. 
Thompson and Lacy, whose names have 
been mentioned in reports, are trying to 
make some compromise 
to protect their 
stock, in which effort they have consider­ 
able quiet support, and may be success­ 
ful." 


Canty Reprieved.

The second and last for the present of

ed the line of the C hicago and Alton for a 
day and ran their m agnificent train over 
that com pany’s road. 


The loss of seventeen hours occurred on 
the Chicago & A lton,betw een Kansas Citv 
and Chicago, an d was caused almost en­ 
tirely by a hot journal. 
It seems improb­ 
able that a delay of seventeen hours could 
have been occasioned in that distance 
merely by a hot jo u rn a l but such was the 
case and it was utterly impossible to pro­ 
cure another P ullm an car on the road to 
take the place of the defective one.

run over the K ansas Pacific between K an­ 
sas City and D enver was unaccompanied 
by any unusual features and although 
the 
average ru nn in g time 
was very 
slow they succeeded 
in 
landing 
the 
excursionists 
at

de­ 
pot 
prom ptly on tim e and without a 
single dissatisfactory feature or mishapt 
[ As upon the previous excursion Mr. F. C. 
Nims, the passenger agent of the D en\er 
and Rio G rande, h a d put forth all the 
efforts at his com m and to furnish the ex­ 
cursionists with the best train that the pio­ 
neer narrow gauge could produce. 
It con­ 
sisted of five H orton recliners and one 
baggage car in th e charge of Conductor 
E. A. Sayre, an d we can consistently say 
that a better looking or more comfortable 
train has net been placed at the command 
of the excursionists since they left Boston or 
Philadelphia. 
T he narrow cars and small 
engine was a great curiosity to the many 
who had never before had an opportunity 
to ride on a narrow gauge road. 
When 
told that the D enver an d Rio Grande had 
eight hundred m iles of road in operation 
and that the projected lines now under 
construction would 
cover 
fully 
4,000 
miles more no little surprise was expressed. 
It is to be regretted th at the excursionists 
could not have been taken over Veta Pass 
or the San Ju an extension of the pioneer 
narrow gauge for th en they could fully re 
alize what engineering skill and untiring 
enterprise has accom plished. 
As it is they 
will get a good idea of w hat has or can be 
done in railroad construction on their ride 
through the G rand C anon of the Arkansas 
Among the addition to the party at D en­ 
ver we notice the following:

T he start was m ad e from Denver at 
precisely nine o’clock and as the train 
was much lighter th an that which con­ 
veyed the first excursion from that city to 
Manitou the run was m ade in much better 
time.

CANTY’S REPRIEVE. 


Full Text of the Orders and Affidavits In the 
Case. 


W e gave the m ain facts concerning the 
reprieve of C an ty in the G a z e t t e of last 
Sunday. 
U nder-Sheriff D ana bore 
the 
news to Canty w ho had retired to his bunk 
in his cell when the information was given 
him Canty leaped out o f his bunk and e x ­ 
pressed'great jo y at the news that he had 
been granted anoth er chance for his life. 
He seems to think that the flax has not 
yet been sown w hich shall m ake the hemp 
for his neck. 
T h e papers in the case ar­ 
rived last Sun day 
m orning at an hour 
which prevented their publication in the 


G a z e t t e . 


The D enver N ew s o f Sunday gives the 
facts explanatory o f G overnor Pitkin’s ac­ 
tion as follows : 
" T h e governor’s -action 
yesterday in gran tin g a respite to William 
H. Canty, who w as 
sentenced by Judge 
Helm, at the E l P aso county district court 
on the 23 of A pril last, to be hung on the 
13th of,M ay next, w as 
one entirely in­ 
fluenced by the circum stances surrounding 
the case, and the know ledge that as mat­ 
ters at present stand it would be utterly 
impossible for counsel for the defense to 
have had the decision reviewed by the 
supreme court before the date fixed by 
Judge Helm for the execution of the sen­ 
tence*. 


“ W hile Mr. 
G an ah l, 
C anty’s 
senior 
counsel, was explain ing to 
the governor 
that owing to the court stenographer— who 
has of course to 
ch an ge about with the 
court— beingi?unable to write out the evi­ 
dence in the case at once, it would beim*« 
possible for him to prepare a bill of excep' 
tions. General Sam uel E . Brown entered 
the room and in course of the conversation 
which ensued corroborated Mr. Ganahl’s 
statement, rem arking that he had seen the 
court stenographer on Friday at Fairplay. 
who had informed him of his inability to 
prepare the minutes o f the case in time to 
permit of a bill of exception being filed 
before the 13th o f M ay. 


“ Under these circum stances,” his excel­ 
lency said to T he N ew s representative, “ I 
felt it my duty to gran t a respite in • order 
that he should, not be deprived of the rights 
which are given to him by the constitution 
which says that any one whose life or lib 
erty is jeopardized b y the action of an in­ 
ferior court shall h ave the right to appeal 
to the supreme court for a reviewal of his 
or her sentence.” 


The affidavit upon which the governor’s 
order was issued is as follows :

trict on April 23, 1881, to be hung on the 
thirteenth of M ay, 1881. 
T h ai affiant is 
senior counsel in the m anagem ent of the 
defense of said county and as such upon 
him rests the exclu sive labor of preparing 
tha bill of exceptions, procuring the super 
cedeas and serving out o f the writ of error 
to said cause. 
T h at the stenographic re­ 
porter will not be a b le 
to prepare and 
write out his report o f said trial, until after 
the day fixed for execution, and that with­ 
out said report affiant is unable to prepare 
his hill cf exceptions and get a supercedeas 
— a writ of error— affiant asks for a r e ­ 
prieve until such tim e as he can procure 
a supercedeas from the supreme court. 
Affiant states that the application is made 
in good faith.

Last autumn th e p resid en t and faculty 
of Colorado 
C o lle g e determ ined to estab­ 
lish a m etallurgical d ep artm en t that should 
be second to n on e in th e w est in the way 
of facilities for th e stu d y o f assaying and 
the chemistry o f m eta ls 
g en erally. 
The 
first thing to be d o n e w as to secure a com­ 
petent head for su ch departm en t and after 
some difficulty the c o lle g e 
w as fortunate 
in obtaining the se rv ices o f Prof. W illiam 
Strieby, then in c h a rg e 
o f the Santa Fe 
academy. 


Professor Strieby w as 
em in en tly fitted 
for the work in h a n d . 
H is attainm ents in 
metallurgical an d g e n e ra l chem istry are of 
high order, and h is a b ility 
to im part in­ 
struction in these b ran cn e s rem arkable. 
In 1871; he graduated w ith th e degrees of 
Bachelor and M aster o f A rts from the 
University o f the C ity o f N e w Y o rk , and in 
1878, after a term o f th ree years, he grad­ 
uated with the d egree o f M in in g Engineer 
from the School o f M in es, C olum bia Col­ 
lege. 
H e was h ig h ly recom m en ded for 
the position by a 
n u m b er 
o f the 
most 
prominent educators o f th e country. 


Prof. Strieby at o n ce set about the work 
of preparing for th e o p e n in g o f his depart­ 
ment. The w hole o f th e c o lle g e basement 
was set apart for th e p u rp o se.

GUNNISON’S BOOM. 


Prospectors Pourint; lu to That. From lalng 
Country. 


A correspondent of the Denver R epub­ 
lican, writing from Crookville under date 
of April 30, speaks as follows of the rush 


into the Gunnison: "It v/ould surprise the 


men who 
ask, 
‘ Where is the Gunnison 
boom this year?'’ 
to take a trip over the 


road and see the crowds that are answer­ 
ing to that qMestion. 
So many unfavora­ 


ble reports have been set afloat about the 


impassible condition of the roads and the 


great amount of snow in the country that 


m any doubtless, like the writer, have been 
putting off their trip 
for a time, and ytt 


the number who are coming in to stay has 


been for a week past 
between thirty-five 
and fifty per day. 
Yesterday there were 


between sixty and seventy at Silver Creek, 
the end of the Denver & Rio Grande road, 


who were 
bound for the Gunnison, and 


only 
about 
one-half that number could 
find 
conveyance. 
So 
it 
has been, but 


every day an increased number of passen­ 


gers, so that m any a^e obliged to stay over 


in Silver Creek from one to two days. This 
condition, however, will be remedied soon, 


as Barlow & Sanderson say they will put 


on stages enough to carry all the passen­ 


gers, whatever the number. 


“ The Marshall Pass road 
from S'lver 


creek, is dusty and 
hard to within a mile 


and a quarter of the summit. 
Here is the 


only 
snow 
that 
is encountered, but the 


road has been shoveled out and the bot­ 


tom 
is 
hard. 
There are still some bad 


holes and spots in the road, but they are 


drying up rapidly, and a gang of men and 
teams are at work putting them 
in order, 


and it is expected that all Gunnison freight 
will come over this road next week. 


‘ Outside of the number of people men­ 


tioned above 
who 
are 
coming into the 


country, the railroad company are bring­ 


ing 
about 
one 
hundred 
men a day, a 
large number of whom 
engage 
with the 


railroad com pany as the cheapest method 


of getting 
transpcrtation, and 
soon quit 


that work and push on to the mines. 


"T h e Denver & Rio Grande, the pet 


railroad ol Colorado, has done an aston­ 


ishing amount of work, and while it is the 


habit of the people here to make a con­ 


siderable 
allowance of time above that 
claimed 
by the railroad for getting over 
the range, it will not be at all surprising if 


they are here a little ahead of their time, 


remembering what the road did in reach­ 


ing Leadville. 
The grade appearr to 
be 


l a r g e l y finished 
from Silver creek, the 


present terminus, to Sargent’s toll-gate, 


on this side the range, a distance of twen» 
ty-four miles, and camps are being put in 


every mile down the Tumichi valley from 


that point, so the engineers say, with the 
expectation that the grade will be ready for 


the iron all the way to Crested Butte, the 


terminus of this branch, by the time it can 


be brought over the range. 
O f course 


there is much yet to be done, but there are 


still sixty days before the first of July, and 


"m any h.ind3 tn.ike light work.” 


“ The season is at least twenty days ear­ 


lier on this side of the range 
than it was 


last year.

The real reason why the Empress Eu- 


genie left Camden Place and Chiselhurst 
and is about to establish herself hear Fam- 
borough is far from being suspected; but 
the story is one altogether so discreditable 
to the taste and good feeling ot more than 
one English subject that it may well be 
set down here for warning and reproof.

ceived the remains of heir dead son she

Lord Sydney, the lord 
of the manor, intervened to overcome the 
objection, and the queen herself expressed 
an earnest desire that the empress' plans 
might be carried but.

Tbe Widow of "Old oaawaiomle."

A few days ago a dispatch from Wash- 


ington said that the widow of "old John 
Brown, of Osawatomie," was in Washingr 
ton seeking government employment as 
she was in destitute circumstances. It 
turns out that the dispatch was incorrect so 
far as relates to the Mrs. Brown in Wash- 
ington being the widow of "old Osawato- 
mie." It must have been the wife of Mr. 
John Brown, 'jr., for 'the widow of "old 
John Brown" is in California, where she 
and her two daughters have lived for the 
last sixteen years, and. never in her life set 
foot in Washington. 


The statement that "old John Brown's" 


widow is in bad- circumstances is true. 
The facts as gathered from a long inter- 
view with her, published in the San Fran«. 
Cisco Chronicle, are briefly these: About 
sixteen years ago widow Brown and her 
daughters went to California, and after liv- 
ing in several places in the northern part 
of the state settled down with her two 
daughters and a son-in-law on a ranch, 
thirteen miles from San Jose and about 
seventy miles from San Francisco. The 
ranch contains 160 acres, and was bought' 
for $1,850, but not paid for. Less than 
one sixth the purchase money has been 
paid, and the prospect for lifting the 
heavy mortgage on the property by the 
unaided efforts of the family does not ap- 
pear good. The house is a small and old 
two-story cottage, in the midst of fruit 
trees, very- plainly furnished, but hav- 
ing some interesting relics of "old Osawat- 
omie" and the struggle in which he lost 
his life. The walls are decorated with an 
old oil painting of the hero, representing a 
large-framed man, with long bushy white 
beard and white hair, brushed back from 
the forehead and unparted, just as he 
appeared when passing through Cleveland 
on his way to head the expected slave 
insurrection in the south. The .painting 
it flanked by photographs of the two sons 
who fought and fell at Harper's Ferry. 
Among the relics in the widow's posses- 
sion is a handsome gold medal in a case 
bearing the inscription; "Freu"ch Repub- 
licans to the widow of John Brown."

Brown,

at 


Charlestown, December 2, 1859, ana to 
that of his Sons and Companions.

ing. Without a trace of pedantry, she led 
the conversation to some -great and lofty 
strain. Of herself and works she never 
spoke; of the works and thoughts of others, 
she. spoke with reverence, and sometimes 
even too great tolerance. But those after- 
noons had the highest pleasure when Lon- 
don was empty or the day wet, and only a. 
few friends were present, so that her can- 
versation assumed a more sustained tone 
than was possible, when the rooms were 
full of shifting groups. It was then that,, 
without any premeditation, her sentences 
fell as fully formed, as wise, as weighty, 
as epigrammatic, as any to be found in her 
books. Always ready, but never rapid, 
her talk was not 'only good in itself, but it 
encouraged the same in others, since she 
was an excellent listener and eager to 
hear. 


Yet interesting as seemed to her, as well 


as to those admitted to them, her after* 
noons in London, she was always glad to 
escape when summer came, either tor one 
of the'tours on the continent in which she 
so delighted, or lately in the charming 
home she had made in Surrey.

At the close of the war he held the rank 


and command of a colonel. He next re- 
turned to Rome and indulged in such ex- 
cesses that Pope Gregory XVI. ordered 
him to leave the states of the church.' He 
refused to obey the order, resisted the po- 
lice who were sent to arj-est him, killed 
the leader pi the squad, wounded two of 
the subordinates, and was severely wound- 
ed himself. He was then confined for 
several months in the castle of St. Angelo, 
and, on his release, came a second time 
to this country, but did not remairtlong. 
On the island of Corf u he became involved 
in a bloody quarrel, in which he maintain- 
ed himself single-handed against a party 
of Poli-Koves, and killed and 


WOUNDED SEVERAL OF THEM. 


The British government finally request- 


ed him to leave Corfu, and he went to 
London, News of the revolution of 1848 
reached him there, and he«hurried to Paris 
and obtained a military appointment from 
the new government. He had previously 
tried unsuccessfully to secure military -ser- 
vice in the. French and Egyptian armies. 
A Corsican constituency elected him to a 
seat in the national assembly, and, taking 
his seat with the left, he voted for the most 
extreme measures of the radical demo- 
crats. The violence with which he assert- 
ed his republicanism often offended the 
members of the right." He was re-elected 
to the assembly by two constituents. In 
1849, after the dissolution of the assembly, 
he was given a command in Algeria, but 
he proved himself not amenable,-to "mill?: 
4aty^4J>%1pU&er'waDdj.wasvdismissed fi 
'tHe'afmffor*returning to Paris'without 
asking leave of his superior officers. After 
Ihecoufl d'etat he accepted a title from tbe 
emperor, and for a number of years spent 
the most of bis time in hunting in Corsica 
or the Ardennes. 
' 


His existence was next recalled to the 


public by his appearance as a participant 
through the columns of the government 
sheet L'Avenir in a violent discussion.un- 
dertakenby that journal with the republican 
paper La -Revanche. Paschal Grousset pub- 
lished in the Marseillaise, of which he was 
an editor, an article denouncing Pierre as a 
renegade republican and a brutal Corsican 
and as capable of any crime. Pierre.mad- 
dened by this attack, sent to Henri Roche- 
fort, the principal editor of the Marseilaise, 
a challenge couched in the most insulting 
terms, and explaining that it was sent to 
him because the writer did not wish to 
meet a subordinate editor. Rochefort de- 
sired to accept the challenge, and had 
made arrangements to send his friends to 
Prince Pierre, when M. Grousset, hearing 
of the challenge, prevented him fr,om ac- 
cepting it, and sent his own friends to 
Auteuil to confer with Pierre respecting 
the terms on which 


A HOSTILE MEETING 


should take place. These friends were 
two fellow-laborers with Grousset on La 
Marseillaise, MM. Fonveille and Victor 
Noir. They met Pierre at Auteuil, Jan. 10, 
1870. The circumstances of their interview 
with him have never been clearly stated. 
It is certain, however, that Pierre's temper 
once more escaped his control, and that 
he opened fire -jpon his two visitors with a 
revolver. Victor Noir was instantly killed 
This act of Prince Pierre aroused public 
anger and indignation. Meetings were 
held to express sorrow for the. death, o 
the young journalist, and at them not only 
his murderer, but the entire! Bonaparte 
family, was roundly denounced. The fu- 
neral of M. Noir was one of the most im- 
posing that ever took place in Paris 
Prince Pierre was arrested and was triet 
before the high court of justice at Tours, in 
March, 1870. He was acquitted of the

Believing that their lives 
were in danger, they pulled out for home 
as quickly as possible, leaving the cattle. 
Mr. Mayol did not recognize any of the 
Indians! and believes them to have been 
White River Utes. He will return fur his 
cattle as. soon as he can gather sufficient 
Force to make it safe to do so. Reports 
have caused some other stock men to 
drive their herds out, but so -far as we can 
learn this is the -only instance in which 
any person has been molested in the least. 


Wednesday Gus. Seibert came in .having 


left Paradox two or three days later'than 
Mr. Mayol. He reported'plenty of Indians 
about, but had not been molested in tbe 
least and did not know 'of any one else 
having been. He believed the assault on 
Mayol to have been the result of some 
grudge the Indians may have held against 
him, and could account for it on no other 
ground. So far as he knew, nO others had 
been interfered with in the least, and he 
started on his return the same day. Did 
not think there was the slightest danger. 


There is no doubt that the. Indians made 


a rough assault upon May ol, but the facts 
as stated by Seibert that no one else had 
been molested, shows pretty clearly that it 
was not the purpose of the Indians to drive 
tbe whites away and precipitate a conflict.

Tbe Far West and tbe Moon. 


Mr. Richard Proctor, the astronomer, 


writes; 
"During 
my recent journeys 


across the western states (from Kansas 
City through Denver, Cheyenne, Ogden 
and San Francisco, and back to Cheyenne 
and Omaha through St. Joseph to Kansas 
City.) I was much struck by the singular 
resemblan.ee between -the configuration of 
the North American continent and that of 
the moon's surface as seen with good tele-, 
scopes. The journey from Missouri to the 
Rocky Mountains is usually considered 
monotonous (so much so, indeed, that one 
station near the western border of Kansas 
has received the suggestive name Monot- 
ny ) But I found those widespread plains 
(not strictly level but undulating,) cov- 
ered 
with prairie grass, as impressive as 


the Rocky Mountains, themselves. , (The 
undulations, let me note, resemble those 
of a sea crossed by two or more series of 
wide ?nd gentle . undulations.) Th rise 
from Kansas City to Sherman, 8,234 feet 
above the sea level, is so gradual as to be 
almost imperceptible, except near Sher- 
man, 
and the aspect of the country 


changes much less than one would expect. 
The chief change in the character of the 
more level parts arises from the difference 
in the character of the vegetation, the prai- 
rie grass being replaced at a higher level 
by sage brush. These broad, undulating 
regions, gradually slanting upward to the 
foot of the Rocky Mountains, strikingly re- 
semble the great so called "seas" on the 
moon, bordered by the ranges of mountains, 
beyond which lie the regions of great 
volcanic craters. These lunar seas, with 
the;r prevalent dark tints, are among the 
most striking features of the moon's sur- 
'face, and, rightly apprehended, indicate a 
former condition of things on the moon 
resembling that now ^prevailing on the 
earth. They show that the moon, though •• 
now arid,- had once seas such as our earth 
has at present. The slow processes of 
change by which tfie lunar seas were 
turned to dry land are, taking the place 
now, though on a larger scale (but even" 
more slowly), on the earth. The lunar 
surface much more nearly resembles that 
of the New World than that of Europe, 
Asia, Africa or Australia,"

SORROW IN SICILY. 


imt. Etna CracKed and Spoiled.

Sicily belongs to free and united Italy, 


>ut this is a small consolation now that the 
sland is threatened with the loss of tray- 
ling foreigners. It was Etna that drew 
ae Englishman, the Frenchman', the Ger- 
man, and the occasional American to Sic- 
ly, but now the fatal truth that Etna is 
cracked and will no longer1 prove an at- 
raction to foreigners has been •published 
>y a scientific /journal.-

Etna was'undoubtedly the best volcano 


n.Europe^.'' Vesuvius is an excellent yol 
cano for its siie.'and the Neapolitans have 
made the"''mcsst" of it.('The'eruptions of 
Vesuvius are frequent, and often they are 
really imposing, especially in the eyes of 
people who have never seen a first-class 
volcano. 
Almost ev'ery winter a tiny 


stream of real lava can be found flowing 
>ut of some crevice in the cone, and the 
Neapolitan hotel keepers always assert 
:hat a tremendous eruption is close at hand 
Still, after all, Vesuvius is a small affair, 
and is not for a moment to be compared 
with towering, snow-clad Etna. Strom- 
aoil is another good steady volcano, that 
s always blazing, and were it situated 
where hotel keepers could utilize it there 
is no doubt that it would be .deservedly 
popular. But Etna is, or rather was*, 
worth half a dozen such toy volcanoes as 
Stromboli. It is a mountain nearly 10,000 
feet in height,-and the view from its sum 
mit is grander than the view from any 
of the summits of the Alps. When it has 
an eruption, the best efforts of Vesuvius 
are in comparison as the bubbling of a 
tea-kettle. Its streams of lava are miles 
in width, and are rivalled only by those oi 
Kilauea. Its earthquakes shake Batania, 
Messina and lesser towns into piles ol 
shapeless ruins, and its enormous crater 
could almost contain the entire mountain 
of Vesuvius.' Naturally the Sicilians have 
been proud of their unrivaled volcano. Il 
has been their chief source of income. 
The Catanian hotel keepers have grown 
rich by taking in the wayfaring foreigner 
and helping him on. his way to the moun 
tain. The rest of the population of Cata 
nia has furnished him with donkeys anc 
hired itself to him as guides; and the 
people of the other parts of the islanc 
have laid in 
wait for him in 
the 


gloomy pine forests of Etna,'and enrichec 
themselves with his clothes and what little 
money the hotol keeper and donkey men 
may have overlooked- No wonder the 
simple and honest Sicilian loved his moun 
tain, and gratefully acknowledged the 
tourists whom it lured into his hands. I 
is estimated that no less than thirty thous 
and families of hotel keepers, donkey 
owners, guides and brigands have annu- 
ally derived their sole support* from tour 
ists who visit Mount Etna, and it js heart 
breaking to think of the misery which 
stares these people in the face now tha 
Etna is apparently spoiled. 
; 


Not quite a year ago there was every 


prospect that Etna was about to have, a vio 
lent eruption, and a great business reviva 
was anticipated by the industrial classes o 
Sicily. On the 29th ot May the mountain 
suddenly cracked, and a vast fissure mile 
in lengh appeared in one of the sides. The 
preliminary .symptoms of eruption imme 
diately ceased. The mountain relieved 
itself of a little mud, and then ceased t 
growl, shake, or give any other signs o 
life. Experienced volcano engineers havt 
pronoiinqed. the opinion 'that so long a 
the crack remains open it will be impossi- 
ble to get up pressure enough tp produce 
an eruption, and that in all probability the 
vokano will be as useless as an explode* 
locomotive boiler.

Tne Vacancy in the Ute commission. 


The.Leadville Herald of yesterday con- 


tains the following concering the Morning 
Star mine: "But little has been said for 
a long time regarding the. Morning Star 
mine. Up to the first of Jarfuary the mine 
was producing an immense ore output, but 
during the present year absolutely no stop- 
ing except such as necessary to further de- 
velop the ore bodies has been done, and 
the entire aim has been to open out new 
territory. Of course, in driving drifts 
through ore, much mineral has to be 
broken, and from this an aveiage produc- 
tion has been made of about thirty thous- 
and dollar; a month. Last month the ore 
shipments amounted to 623 tons, returning 
all the way from twenty eight dollars to 
ninety dollars a ton, the average being 
forty-eight dollars. 


"Yesterday the mine was visited, more 


especial attention being given to the new 
workings. The main working shaft, 250 
feet deep, with the main incline running 
east for 365 feet, is the same as at the last 
visit of the repor'.er, with the exception 
that a double set of upright timbers have 
been put in the entire length of the incline. 


"The first drift visile^ was the number 


four north level from the incline, This 
extends first due north and then north- 
west, a distance altogether of about two 
hundred fe,et. 
It shows a large ore body, 


varying from four to eight feet in thick- 
ness. A cross-cut also extends to the 
northeast, connecting by a winze or ore 
chute with the workings of the filth level. 
TheJ fifth level runs due north, connecting 
with the new east shaft and. also extending 
some forty feet beyond.

Reminiscence of a Nonagenarian of Newburyport. 


For ye.ars the chief wonder of the place 


was Lord Timothy Dexter, his hairless 
dog and his im >ees. This man was born 
in Maiden in 1743. He came to New- 
buryport in early manhood and married a 
Miss Frothingham, from the-old Froth- 
ingham mansion, on the corner of High 
and Olive streets. In a short time he ob- 
tained a large fortune by taking advan- 
tage of the markets and by lucky adven- 
tures. His first successful' speculation 
was buying up continental notes when de- 
preciated, and selling them when a pros- 
pect of redemption had raised their value. 
His speculations in mittens, warming 
pans, whalebone and the like are widely 
known. Though ignorant and illiterate, 
and doubtless somewhat indebted to luck 
for his good fortu'ne, still it is evident the 
man was both shrewd and s&gacious. 
His vanity was inordinate, Under any • 
circumstances il is probable he would 
have proved an eccentricity, still, such 
were the convivial habits of the period, 
and constantly surrounded as he was by a 
band of sycophantic boon companions, 
who spurred him on to all sorts of ridicu- 
lous sayings and doings, one can scarcely 
•judge.-what the ^character ot "the man 
would have been under the teetotal regime 
of Neal Dow. Having bought the fine 
Jackson mansion on High street, nearly 
opposite his wife's maiden home, he 
began to beautify it after his own design. 
.Mr. James Wilson was a rarver of figure 
heads of ships. Dexter conceived the 
idea of employing Mr. Wilson to embel- 
lish his house and grounds with wooden 
statues. These figures were remarkable 
specimens in wood carving. In this work 
Mr. Wilson displayed the power of a 
sculptor; it is a pity he never aspired to 
works of greater durability. The figures 
of Washington, Adams, and 
Jefferson', 


over the front door, were excellent, and 
the other figures, the eagle upon the 
cupola, and the animals, were life-like 
and in good proportion. Dexter built a 
tomb in the garden; on its completion he 
got up a mock funeral, had his wife and 
family arrayed in mourning, acted his part 
as corpse, and was borne to the sepulchre 
with due funeral rites. After his resurrec-. 
tion and return to the house he beat his 
wife because she did not weep while fol- 
lowing him to the grave. He kept a per- 
son in his house named Jonathan Plum- 
mer, who styled 
himself "physician, 


preacher, and poet laureate to his excel- 
lency Timothy Dexter, Earl of Chester, 
and knight of the two open mouthed 
lions." 
1 n those days it was the practice 


to send notes to be read at public worship 
before the long prayer, requesting suitable 
petiti'ons in time of affliction or on occa- 
sions of joy. Below is a note sent by the 
poet laureate and read in his pulpit by the 
Rev. Charles Milton :

At this point on the Evening 
Star line, connecting with the number one 
south level which starts at the shaft, the 
largest ore body ever found in Leadville 
has been exposed. The ore is over sixty 
feet thick, and nine sets of timbers high 
have been put in. This drift, or rather 
slope but one drift wide, extends for a 
hundred'feet east and west along the line 
of the Evening Star. A wall of ore stands 
on the north side of this'large excavation, 
that it is impossible to .estimate. A body 
of ore sixty feet high, and one hundred 
feet long, if it extends any great distance 
to the north, will furnish an amount of ore 
that will take years to exhaust. 


"To the northwest ffom these workings, 


some five hundred feet distant, the new 
Waterloo shaft has been sunk. This is 
now down J 50 feet. At 132 feet a seam of 
ore was cut, assaying ninety-six ounces in 
silver, and fifty per cent in lead. Below 
this the shaft struck a large iron body, all 
vein matter, and. at 150 feet the material 
again became soft, and gave returns

INFLUENCE OF NEWSPAPERS. 


* 


The Leadville Herald in an interesting 


article on "Newspapers and Senators" 
thinks that newspapers do not influence 
opinions as much as they did, and also 
thinks the influence of a newspaper is 
overestimated. We think in a certain 
sense it is. A newspaper is read more 
critically than it used, to be and does not 
have nearly so large a class of followers 
who take its opinions as their own. There 
are newswapers which have a larger circu- 
lation than thei Tribune had under Gree- 
ley but none of them have so many de- 
voted followers who regard its expressions 
of opinion as law and gospel. Again, 
there has been a great change in the 
conduct and make-up of a newspaper, 
They 
do • not 
exist now so much 


to 
express 
opinions 
as . to . give 


news. The immense change in the latter 
respect has weakened the influence of the 
opinions. But while^we admit this, we by 
no means think a newspaper is in reality 
losing its influence. Men no longer par 
rot like echo the opinion of their favorite 
newsp.aper. They think for themselves 
But nevertheless the newspaper1 a man 
reads greatly influences that man's opin- 
ion. 'It furnishes the data on which the 
opinion is formed. This data is colored 
by the prejudices of the paper. If it is a 
partisan paper it publishes that which 
will benefit its party and injure its oppo- 
nent. It is a trite remark that the politi- 
cal newspaper has to a large extent su- 
perseded the political orator. The news- 
paper decides what part of the speech 01 
the orator shall be reported and then 
sends it out to its hundreds or thousands 
of readers. 


The orator thus sinks into insignificant 


in comparison with the newspapers. Rbs- 
coe Conkling, in all the campaign last fall, 
did not address through his voice so many 
people as he spoke to through the New 
York.Herald in a single issue, in reporting 
his first speech at the Academy of Music in 
New York, at the beginning of the cam- 
paign. A good newspaper edits its tele 
jraph, miscellany and even advertise- 
ments. Every department bears the stamp 
of its individuality. 
This does not 


mean necessarily that papers are dishon- 
est. They simply choose not to publish 
certain things. For example, some papers 
_ike scandal and mention of crimes in 
their editorial page, and hence their news 
columns are full of such information. Others 
do not like this^candal and suppress it as 
news. The head of a dispatch is frequent- 
.y the expression of an editorial opinion. 
In this way a man don't read the tele- 
jraph, local news and miscellany without 
imbibing to some extent the prejudices ani 
notions of-'the paper he reads. It is -not 
necessary for him to read the editorial 
page. The influence of the paper to-day 
in forming opinions is moie indirect and 
subtle than it was fifty years, ago. A man 
s not aware that his prejudice for or 
against an item of news is inspired by the 
head line he reads. But we think it is by 
no means a settled fact that newspapers 
lave lessened their influence because they 
exercise it in a different way.

The body reached the old man 
sion and was placed in the large: drawing 
room, just as the first light of morningi 
came - slowly creeping upon the 
spo 


he'loved so well.

left the Manor house, passed down the 
sloping hillside and to the church where 
the vicar received all that remained o 
Earl Beaconsfield. .As the body, wa 
bourn down the aisle, the organist playe< 
Beethoven's "Funeral March," and the 
congregated friends stood in bowed am 
reverent attitude. The grand service o: 
the English church, beautiful in its sim 
plicity, was read, and afterward the caske 
was borne out of the church and to th 
vault where the loved companion and wjjfe 
of4Beaconsfield is entombed. 
During 


entire service the bells- of the Wycorj 
churches- were tolled, people came frcJra. 
near and far; offerings from all overth 
kingdom were sent to decorate the coffin 
and at distant ports flags-were at hal 
mast, and not since the funeral of Welling 
ton or Prince Albert had England shown 
such sincere grief. 


What was the power Beaconsfield had 


over the hearts o'f the English people ? I 
is conceded that he leaves nothing whicl 
younger men may imitate. He was a 
hard critic, a man with a purpose, a will 
an energy most remarkable, but his states 
manship will not bear the investigation! 
of history, his novels have no lofty senti 
ments, his whole life was simply an am- 
bitious one. And yet the queen loved anc 
trusted him, he was the admired of the 
majority of the English people. What 
then was the power which he had, what 
the magnetism which sent at his death, a 
genuine sorrow throughout all England. 


It was because he had a large heart 


We never hear of his good deeds; kinc 
acts are often noblest which are safely 
guarded. But at his coming death, when 
he knew that the slightest event would be 
obeyed, he asked that no grand ceremo- 
nies be performed, that no parade be 
given, but requested that with simplicity 
and quietly, he might be carried to his 
beloved home, and with friends around 
liim be buried by the side of one who'per- 
haps could let us know that the cynic, the 
brilliant leader, the "dizzy" Dteraeli, had 
a heart of great tenderness, a love of quiet 
and repose. 


There will long be grave doubts that 


this is so. The world knew Beaconsfield 
only by his acts. But he was ambitious, 
and to gain his end, had he not to meet 
intrigue with intrigue ? He could not ex- 
pose his inmost thoughts and not be taken 
advantage of. But when he knew his end 
was near, that his part in the drama was 
at an end, we find no more the lofty ambi- 
tion, but a desire for rest, for quiet, for 
simplicity. Who can tell how often the 
wish had been with him to leave the toil, 
the anxiety and the worry of his life and 
retreat to seclusion and rest at Hughen- 
den. He had reached the goal of his am- 
bition. He had been heard, as he de- 
clared he would be, and history may yet 
give to the world a new and a better idea 
of the man when "his true nature is dis- 
covered. Jiehind all the love he com- 
manded, the honors he controlled, must 
have been a heart which it is not gener- 
ally supposed belonged to Disraeli.

DENVER 6 RIO GRANDELABORERS. 


The Biddelord, (Maine) Vnion of April 


22, published the following letter: 


EDITORS OF THE UNION AND JOURNAL : 


About the middle of last February there 
appeared a circular throughout all the east- 
ern states wanting men to work on the 
Rio Grande railroad, offering goo'd pay 
and plenty of work as soon as they could 
get to Denver. On the strength of that 
circular thousands of men and boys were 
induced to leave their homes in the east 
and come to Colorado. On arriving at 
Denver, they were told at the railroad 
office that they could have work if they 
wanted it. They were sent three hundred 
miles into the, mountains, and upon get 
ting there were told that they would only 
get $1,75 per day and board themselves, 
and as board was $1,00 per day, they 
could not make much, but the worst of it 
was, the railroad Co., kept back twenty 
days' pay, and would deduct 20 per cent, 
if you left their employment. Then, to 
cap the climax you would have to pay ten 
cents per mile to get back to civilization. 
There are hundreds of men in the city of 
Denver who would gladly return home if 
they could. .Their money is gone and 
they cannot all get work, as the city> is 
flooded with them, and they keep coming 
from all parts of the east, lured by such 
inducements as these. There are dozens 
of boys from Biddeford and vicinity in 
just this fix. Now, Mr. Editor, you will 
do me and others a great favor if you will 
be so kind as to publish this in your paper. 
It will, perhaps, prevent others from being 
fooled as we have been,

Denver, Colo., April 14, 1881. 
The above is full of misstatement of facts 


as readers in the state know. We notice 
it that people out of the state may not be 
deceived. The above gives the wages of 
the laborers at $1.7; a day without Aboard 
or 75 cents" a day with board. The fact is 
that earth workers get from $1.25 to $1.50 
a day and board and the rock workers 
from #1.50 to #1.75 a day and board. 
Instead of sending the'man three hun- 
dred miles into the mountains away from 
civilization, most of them are working 
within ten or twenty miles of the end oi 
the track of the different extensions. 
The 


road is turned over to the railroad com- 
pany and put into operation as soon as 
ten or twenty miles are completed, so that 
none may be said to be employed beyond 
the bounds of civilization. The men in the 
state who are not employed are those 
who are lazy and dishonest. Last sum- 
mer hundreds of laborers were brought 
into the state to work on the extensions, 
but left soon after arriving to go into the 
mining camps. It is untrue that twenty 
days' pay is kept back. All the men are 
regularly 
paid 
on the 
pay day. 


Twenty per cent, of the wages are 
not 
deducted if 
the laborers leave. 


There is not a word of truth in the 
whole 
letter 
except 
that 'the Rio 


Grande Extension company is advertising 
for laborers. They are greatly in need of 
them .to-day to finish the many extensions 
under way. The wages paid laborers are 
from #1.25 to $1.75 a day and board, ac- 
cording to the work done and the industry 
of the laborers. Except from tramps there 
is little or no complaint from the • laborers 
about the treatment received. • The press 
of- the state should notice this, as we all 
desire the early completion of all exten- 
sions, so as to secure the most rapid devel- 
opment of our resources. The Denver & 
Rio Grande road will give immediate em- 
ployment to thousands of laborers on its 
extensions at fair wages. 


COURTESY OF THE SENATE. 


The custom called "courtesy of the sen. 


ate" will play an impdrlantpart in the dis- 
cussion of the confirmation of Senator 
lobertson of New York. • It involves very 
Fundamental principles. The custom is 
hat the nominations to offices in any state 
>hall not be confirmed, if opposed by the 
senators from, that state. The object is 
hat the senators shall control the nomina- 
ions in their own state. As most senators 
desire to do this, they generally rebuke 
any violation of their pernicious doctrine, 
n this way the senate has exercised to a 
arge degree not only the confirming 
power, but the appointing power. This 
:ustom is clearly against the spirit of the 
constitution and should be overthrown. 


The constitution in the division of the 


powers and functions of the executive and 
legislative, departments give to the presi- 
dent the right to appoint. The senate then 
sits as a judicial body and confirms or re- 
ects that appointment. The spirit and in- 
tent of the constitution is that the execu- 
tive shall exercise the fullest and freest 
discretion in making appointments. The 
senators has no right or privilege in the 
matter until the nominations are submitted 
or their approval. This division of powers 
s clear. But the "courtesy of the. senate" 
plainly translated ,is that senators have a 
right to tell the president whom to appoint. 
If senators are not consulted and their 
advice heeded, 
then the nominations 


are not 
to 
be confirmed. It 
vir-, 


;ually puts the 
appointing 
power 


in the hands of the senate, and the senate 
simply meets to confirm its own prefer- 
ences. The executive, instead of being a 
co-ordinate branch of the government, is 
simply reduced to a senatorial clerkship. 
He is not allowed to exercise his power, 
iven him by the constitution. He has no 


discretion unless there is a difference be-

Concerning Cattle .Near Datango. 


We find the .following concerning the 


cattle interests of southern Colorado in the 
Denver Tribune of yesterday: "At a 
meeting of the Colorado Cattle Grower's 
association in^this city, two or three weeks 
ago, Mr. A. Barron, the . state inspector, 
was instructed to visit Durango and the 
northwestern portion of the state to examine 
into the condition of affairs there touching 
the cattle interests of that section, which 
had been so seriously injured- by the 
depredations of incursionists, whose work 
the ranchmen were unable apparently to 
counteract or prevent. The mission of 
Mr. Batrort was for prudential reasons 
kept as quiet as possible, and very few 
persons were cognizant of his going on the 
delicate and dangerous errand except 
those who arranged for it. 


"Mr. Barron returned to Denver yester- 


day, and will prepare a report to the asso- 
ciation embodying the result of his obser- 
vations and inquiries. 


"Mr.-Barron informed the Tribune that 


he found a very bad state of affairs exist- 
ing at Durango. 
There seems to be two 


distinct parties operating there, the trans- 
actions cf neither of which would, be tol- 
erated for' a day in any law and order 
country. 
Colorado ranchmen have suf- 


fered considerable loss from the work of 
these people, but owing to ihe personal 
difficulties existing between the two fac- 
tions, have been unable to prosecute their 
claims or redress their wrongs.

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CASTY'B REPRIEVE. 


Full Text of the Orders and Affidavits In the 


Case. 


We gave the main facts concerning the 


reprieve of Canty in the GAZETTE of last 
Sunday. Under-Sheriff Dana bore the 
news to Canty who had retired to his bunk 
in his cell when the information was given 
him Canty leaped out of his bunk and ex- 
pressed'great joy at the news that he had 
been granted another chance for his life. 
He seems to think that the flax has not 
yet been sown which shall make the hemp 
for his neck. The papers in the case ar- 
rived last Sunday morning at an hour 
which prevented their, publication in the 
GAZETTE. 


The Denver News of Sunday gives the 


facts explanatory of Governor Pitkin's ac- 
tion as follows: "The governor's -action 
yesterday in granting a respite to William 
H. Canty, who was* sentenced by Judge 
Helm, at the El Paso county district court 
on the 23 of April last, to be hung on the 
I3th ofJMay next, was one entirely in- 


» fluenced by the circumstances surrounding 


the case, and the knowledge that as mat- 
ters at present "stand it would be utterly 
impossible for counsel for the defense to 
have had the decision reviewed by the 
supreme court before the date fixed by 
Judge Helm for the execution of the senr 
tence". 


"While Mr. Ganahl, Canty's 
senior 


counsel, was explaining to the governor 
that owing to the court stenographer—who 
has of course to change about with'the 
court—being«unable to write out the evi- 
dence in the case at once, it would be im- 
possible for him to prepare a bill of excep- 
tions, General Samuel E. Brown entered 
the room and in course of the conversation 
which ensued corroborated Mr. Ganahl's 
statement, remarking that he had seen the, 
court stenographer on Friday at Fairplay. 
who had informed him of his inability to 
prepare the minutes of the case in time to 
permit of a bill of exception being filed 
before the 13* of May. 


"Under these circumstances," his excel- 


lency said to The News representative, "I 
felt it my duty to grant a respite in- order 
that he should, not be deprived of the rights 
which are given to him by the constitution 
which says that any one whose life or lib- 
erty is jeopardized by the action of an in- 
ferior court shall have the right to appeal 
to the supreme court for a reviewal of his 
or her sentence."

evening in the Presbyterian church. The 
Synod was opened was opened by the de- 
livery of an eloquent and logical sermon 
by the Rev. H. B. Gage. 


At the •. meeting for organization Wed- 


nesday morning the Rev.W. S. Hamilton, 
of Central City, was chosen moderator. 
The Synod was mostly engaged ir> the 
transaction of routine business, interspers- 
ed with devotional exercises. 


In view of the fact that the Rev. Shel- 


don S. Jackson, D. D., was assigned to a 
more extended missionary work among 
the Indians and Mexicans, the Rev. J. 
G. Reid, of Boulder, was chosen superin- 
tendent of missions for Colorado and Wy- 
oming. 


The Rev. T. C. Kirkwood, D. D., the 


Rev. H. B. Gage, of Pueblo, and Elder 
Washington McClintock, of Denver, were 
appointed a committee to visit Colorado 
College.

A missionary meeting was held on/last 


Wednesday evening, which was largely 
attended and proved to be very interest- 
estihg. Addresses were made by the 
Rev. John Menaul, Sheldon Jackson, D.

Rev. Sheldon Jackson, D. D., superin- 
tendent of missions; Rev. John Menaul, 
of the Laguna Mission, New Mexico;

Claggett, of Leadville. 


At the conclusion of the missionary 


meeting last Wednesday evening the syn- 
od adjourned having first passed a vote of 
thanks to the church and friends who had 
provided entertainment. The next meet- 
ing of the synod-will be in Denver at the 
Central Presbyterian church in May 1882. 
The meeting was a profitable and inter- 
esting one and was largely attended by 
the members of the church. 


A correspondent of the Denver Repub- 


lican, writing from Crookville under date 
of April 30, speaks as follows of the rush 
into the Gunnison: "It would surprise the 
men who ask, 'Where is the Gunnison 
boom this year?" to take a trip over the 
road and see the crowds that are answer- 
ing to that question. So many unfavora- 
ble reports have been set afloat about the 
impassible condition of the roads and the 
great amount of snow in the country that 
many doubtless, like the writer, have been 
putting off their trip for. a time, and yet 
the number who are coming in to stay has 
been for a week past between thirty-five 
and fifty per day. Yesterday there were 
between sixty and seventy at Silver Creek, 
the end of the Denver & Rio Grande road, 
who were bound for the Gunnison, and 
only about one-half that number could 
find conveyance. So it has been, but 
every day an increased number of passen- 
gers, so that many are obliged to stay over 
m Silver Creek from one to two days. This 
•condition, however, will be remedied sbon, 
as Barlow & Sanderson say they will put 
on stages enough to carry all the passen- 
gers, whatever the number. 


"The Marshall Pass road from S'lver 


creek, is dusty and hard to within a mile 
and a quarter of the summit. Here is the 
only snow that is encountered, but the 
road has been shoveled out and the bot- 
tom is hard. There are still some bad 
holes and spots in the road, but they are 
drying up rapidlv, and a gang of men and 
teams are at work putting them in order, 
•and it is expected that all Gunnison freight 
will come over this road next week.. 


' Outside of the number of people men- 


tioned above who are coming into the 
country, the railroad company are bring- 
ing about one hundred men a day, a 
large number of whom engage' with the 
railroad company as the cheapest method 
of getting transportation,.and soon quit 
that work and push on to the mines. 


"The Denver & Rio Grande, the pet 


railroad erf Colorado, has done an aston- 
ishing amount of work, and while it is the 
habit of the people here to make a con- 
siderable allowance of time above that 
claimed' by the railroad for getting over 
the range, it will not be at all surprising if 
they are here a little ahead of their time, 
remembering what the road did in reach- 
ing Leadville. The grade appearr to be 
largely finished from Silver creek, the 
present terminus, to Sargent's toll-gate, 
on this side the range, a distance of twen« 
ty-four mile's, and camps are being put.in 
every mile down the Tumichi valley from 
that point, so the engineers say, with the 
expectation that the grade will be ready for 
the iron all the way to' Crested Butte, the 
terminus of this branch, by the time it can 
be brought over the range. 
Of course 


there is much yet to be done, but there are 
still sixty days before the first of July, and, 
"many bands make light work." 


"The season is at least twenty days ear- 


lier on this side of the range than it was 
last year. The grass has grown amazing- 
ly, and stock will find good feed all the 
way from Silver Cliff to Crested Butte, ex- 
cepting from three to iour miles on each 
side of the summit. Two car-loads of 
cows were driven over the tange in good 
condition this week, and two car-loads 
more are to be started over next Tuesday. 
The owners of these cows looked over 
both the Saguache and Marshall Pass 
roads/and decided on the latter, so no 
one need fear to be too early in the coun- 
try. Parties just in from New Mexico and 
Arizona state possitively that laterally 
hundreds of the men who left here last 
autumn to prospect in the districts there 
are on their way, back to the Gunnison to 
stay. So will it"be with all the sensible 
ones."

Durango Diggings.

Yesterday the town was thrown into in • 


tense excitement by the discovery ol rich 
gold bearing gravel on the railroad reser- 
vation. Mr. I. Barjsh, of the Blue Front 
store; on Railroad street, in digging a cel- 
lar in the rear of the building, found free 
gold in the gravel. He immediately 
staked a claim, taking it in his own name 
and that of his neighbor, J. Johnson. 


The news spreading.'all the miners in 


the town .flocked to the scene. Those ex- 
perienced in placer mining began wash- 
ing the dirt, gelling several colors to the 
pan, of coarse gold, such 'as can be easily 
saved. A great rush was made to stake 
the adjoining claims, and before the after- 
noon had sped the entire river bottom was 
staked from the big bend, where the river 
cuts through Fassbinder's land, to the 
bend below the smelter. 


Of course, at the present writing, it is 


impossible to say, how much of this land 
carries gold or whether there is any con- 
siderable pay streak in the whole of it.
